Slayer of Young Arkansas Planter 
Taken From Officer After 
Long Pursuit. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 15.—Loy 


Haley, the negro, who Saturday ‘shot 
and killed Roy Lester, a young planter 
of Lafayette County, was taken by a 
mob from Sheriff Boyett 6f Hempstead 
County, and was lynched about 3 a. m. 
today somewhere in the woods between 


Hope and Louisville. 

The mob, nearly 200 strong, overtook 
the Sheriff while he was in his auto- 
mobile driving toward Little Rock to 
place the negro in the penitentiary for 
safe keeping. 

Haley had been delivered over to 

Sheriff Boyett by Sheriff Jackson of 
Lafayette County, who captured Haley 
yesterday. 
After being chased 20 miles by sev- 
eral automobiles filled with citizens bent 
on a lynching, Jackson eluded his pur- 
suers and arrived at Hope. The mob 
learned that the negro @as in jail 
there and several more cars were com- 
mandeered in the rush to the Hemp- 
stead County seat. Sheriff Boyett 
started in his own car for Little Rock, 
but was overtaken and overpowered.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., June 15.—This 


city is anxiously awaiting word that is 
expected today that Oscar L. Smith, at- 
torney and real estate dealer here, will 
be sent back from Philadelphia, where 
he was arrested last Friday to answer 
charges of embezzlement of sums that 
will exceed $100,000. 


Smith is alleged .to have improved 
upon any of the methods used by the St. 
Louis real estate dealers who have been 
recently convicted. He had made for 
his use a duplicate of the seal of the 
County Recorder and after recording a 
genuine deed. of trust he admits over 
his own signature that he made several 
copies of the same deed and notes and 
sold them to investors here. . 

E. L. Marshall, the Prosecuting At- 
torney here, said today that evidence 
has been obtained that Smith went to 
a Kansas City die manufacturing com- 
pany and represented himself as the 
Recorder of the county. He had already 
had a seal made for himself as notary 
fublic and the die was prepared without 
question. Each investor who cared to 
do so would find upon the Recorder’s 
books evidence that his deed of trust 
was genuine. 

What Forced Smith’s Flight. 

Smith's flight from this.city was due 
to. the fact that a note for $000 was due 
today at the Chillicothe National Bank. 
The president of the bank, H. A. Tomp- 
kins, said today that he had agreed with 
Smith to take.up the note, accepting a 
mortgage. upon Smith’s $15,000 house 
here. On the other hand attachments 
against the house have been filed by 
five other persons, who find they have 
been deceived by Smith. 

The prosecutor today. sent & telegram 
to Sheriff William Nothnagle, who is 
at Harrisburg, Pa., with éxtradition 
papers for Smith, that Smith, before 
leaving here, obtained -séveral morphine 
capsules from a local drug store, stating 
that he wished to: kill a large dog. 

Begged Them to Keep It Secret. 

Duplicate letters in his own hand- 
writings have been sent by: Smith to at 
least seven of his dupés here urging 
them to keep his embarrassment a se-

Missourians who read today that they 
were invited to ‘‘Honey Shuck’’ to at- 
tend Miss Genevieve Clark's wedding, 
were pleased, but not exactly enlight- 
ened. ‘“‘Honey Shuck” sounded as if it 
ought to be a familiar term, but most of 
them couldn't ‘place it in their memo- 
ries. 

Former Gov. Lon V. Gicitiann: a native 
Missourian, was one who puzzled over 
the origin and meaning of the sweet- 
sounding expression. 

“My wife asked me if I knew what 
‘Honey Shuck’ meant,” he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘‘and I was obliged 
to reply that I would take it under ad- 
visement. I never heard the term up in 
Central Missouri, where I was brought 
up, so far as I can remember.” 

Can Give No.Light on Name, 

Virgil Rile, ‘fermer Cirtuit Judgé, “who 
is from Pike County, where “Honey 
Shuck” is located, said he had BPOwD 
cf the name for seVeral Yeata past, as 
applied to the Clark home, but that he 
had never been able to find out exactly 
where it came from. 

Theo. R. Bland, former Police Commis- 
sioner, who is a native of another part 
of Missouri, said he didn’t believe the 
term had ever been a familiar one in 
the Ozark region. 

Arthur E. Bostwick, Public Librarian. 
who is an Easternegr, but who is a stu- 
dent of folk-lore and idioms, and who 
wrote a book entitled “The Different 
West,’’ was appéaled to. He asked for 
a few moments to look up authorities, 
then pronounced his belief that ‘“‘Honey 
Shuck’’ might be a misprint for “Honey 
Shack.”’ He said the word “shack” 
was colloquially used to a: greater ex- 
‘tent than “‘shuck.’’ But, he said, if the 
‘atter word was correct, the idea prob- 
ably was that the home was the ‘‘shuck”’ 
cr shell, and that the dwellers in it 
were the ‘‘honey.”’ 

Miss Elsie Belle Smith, niece of 
Mrs. Major, the Governor's wife, and 
a Pike County resident, told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent in Jefferson 
City that she believed the name was 
derived from the honey locust trees 
which, she said, abound around the 
Clark place. “Shuck,” she sald, com- 
monly means a shelter or cover of 
any kind.

It had been reported 
that his flight was due to the ap- 
pearance of Mrs. Luther Broaddus, a 
widow, formerly living here, but 
who has been living in.

Mrs. Broaddus 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
she never had the slightest suspicion 
that the $23,000 she had inftrusted to 
Smith was not perfectly safe and that 
two days before he left the city he 
had given her $1000 as principal of 
one of the notes she held. 

After his flight, however, she 
found all her securities worthless, as 
he confessed in a letter to her and 
now she is seriously ill from the 
shock of finding that her competence 
for life is wiped out. 

Consin of Lansing a Victim. 

One of the persons who trusted Smith 
and finds her life savings as a seam- 
stress, together with a small inheritance 
gone, is Miss Sadie Ulmer, a second 
cousin of Actimg Secretary of State Lan- 
sing. Miss Ulmer’s mother was a daugh- 
ter of Lansing’s oldest brother. She 
entrusted $9500 to Smith and received 
one of the duplicate letters, all of which 
were hand written. In her letter Smith 
names a former attorney here, who is 
now living in New York, as the cause 
of his downfall. He writes: 

“My Dear Miss Sadie—It breaks my 
heart to write you this letter, but it has 
come to this at last. ABout 15 years 
ago a man ruined me with a large lot 
of forged loans which I indorsed and 
sold to my clients. When I discovered 
the forgery he had left the country. I 
first decided to prosecute him and re- 
lieve myself of all responsibility. Sev- 
eral years later I got in communication 
with him and he gave me his obligation 
to pay them and has since made pay- 
ments that have helped me take up 
some of the loans. 

Why He Gave Up Suicide Idea. 

“When I first discovered the forgeries

SUBMARINE SKIPPER TELLS — 
GRAPHIC STORY-OF SINKING 
TWO BRITISH BATTLESHIPS 


Sailed From Wilhelmshaven to Dardanelles 5000 


Miles and Was Fired on Frequently; Hated to 
Wake Majestic Sailors From Their Nap. 


CHICAGO, June 15.—Capt. Otto Her- | 
sin, in an interview sent by a corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Daily News 
from Contantinople, telis the story 
of his voyage in the German submarine 
U51 from Wilhelmshaven to Constanti- 
nople, about 5000 miles, toward the close 
of which he sank the British battleships 
Triumph and Majestic. 

“We left Wilhelmshaven April 25,” 
Capt. Hersin said. ““‘When I was told 
that I was going to Constantinople I 
said: .‘Good! That.is worth while.’ I 
let only the first officer and the chief 
engineer into the secret to explain the 
increased supplies taken aboard. We 
slipped quietly out of Wilhelmshaven as 
have so many. other submarines going 
into the war area. We kept on the 
surface most of the time, watching for 
big ships of the enemy, but failed to 
see any for a jong time, to our great 
disappointment. 

“Off the coast of England we were 
finally fired upon by a destroyer ard 
had to dive for safety, but along the 
French coast we encountered no enemy. 
When 100 miles from Gibraltar we were 
fired upon by other British destroyers. 


Pass ‘“hrough Gibraltar Straits. 

“We waited outside Gibraltar and 
passed through the strait early in the 
morning in plain view, but without 
drawing a single shot or attracting the 
least attention. Those were tense buti 
gratifying hours. 

“Once within the Mediterranean the 
watch, already exacting, was redoubled. 
Here again we encountered ships of 
the enemy near a small - island, but 
dived to safety under fire. When pass- 
ing Malta we were fired upon by 4 
French destroyer, but were untouched. 
We then proceeded. south of Greece 
into the Aegean Sea and to the Darda- 
nelles.' 

Penk. arrived there on 


the night 


preceding May 25, having come from 
Wilhelmshaven in exactly one month. 
In the early morning light we saw the 
Triumph and the Majestic lying off 
the coast, constantly encircled by de- 
stroyers, Through the periscope I 
saw a destroyer coming directly for 
us. We dived and the destroyer 
passed immediately over us with 8 
sound like that of a motor car. . 

“We came up immediately..I took 
aim throvgh the _ periscope. and 
pressed the. button,. automatically _fir- 
ing the torpedo, and the projectile 
slipped noiselessly into the water. We 
dived again. The explosion which fol- 
lowed was as terrific as though it 
had been in the fore part of the sub- 
marine itself. 

Hesitates at Disturbing Saijors. 

“Then we lay hidden two days and 
a half, after which we came up again 
in the midst of the British ships. 
Just before noon, looking through the 
periscope, I saw the Majestic sur- 
rounded tv 10 ships steaming around 
her in a constant circle for her pro- 
tection. I could see the  Majestic’s 
sailors on the deck taking thelr noon- 
day nap. ‘Shall I disturb them? I 
thought. Then, seeing a welcome 
space between the encircling ships, I 
pressed the electric button and the 
torpedo was going right. It caught 
the Majestic a little to the rear of 
amidsh.ps. 

“We cived again. We noticed that 
the boinbardment from the ships had 
ceased for they had been shelling the 
Turkish land positions. 

“We remained submerged for sev- 
eral hours, and then came to the sur- 
face to find the British ships had dis- 
appeared, and all search for them 
was in vain. We came to Constanti- 
nople, arriving yesterday morning, 
having paseed 42 days in the subma- 
rine without rest or change.”

The two were 
placed back to back and their arms 
were. bound together with cords.

They pushed the 
door until it almost closed. 
‘The robbers helped themselves.to the 
money within the vault, before they 
fastened. their prisoners in, overlooking, 
however, $352 in silver. They then took 
all the money at the cashier’s desk used 
in the dally business and two revolvers. 
Their plunder included two canvas bags 
in each of which was $50 in nickles. 

Before they ‘departed the men tore 
loose the connections of a telephone. 
They were not more than five minutes 
at their work. At the end of that time 
Crecelius had managed to work himself 
free of his bonds and untied Rehme. 
The cashier ran to a nearby saloon and 
turnéd in an alarm. 


The men were roughly dressed in 
greasy blue overalls, dark coats and 
black hats. One of them apparently 
weighed about 19% pounds arid the other 
160. Men answering this description 
were seen boarding a car at the end of 
the Cherokee line. Police and Deputy 
Sheriffs hurried to the bank as soon 
as the alarm had been given. 

George W. Finch of 3028 Washington 
avenue robbed this same bank last No- 
vember and was captured in the act by 
Constable Bobring, after he had driven 
Cashier Rehme, Oscar Crecelius, the 
bookkeeper, and Mrs. Belle Nally, care- 
taker, into a vault at the point of a re- 
volver. : | 

He had helped himself to some $1600 
when Bobring entered. Finch first told 
the Constable he was a bank examiner 
and, when Bobring demanded his cre- 
dentials, thrust a revolver against the 
officer’s breast and ordered him to ge* 
into the vault. Bobring Knocked him 
down, disarmed and handcuffed him. 
He is serving a prison sentence as the 
result of the attempt.

quenter of public houses, nor does he 
require one, two or three Gays a week 
to devote to drinking.” He is on time, 
and the superintendents have learned 
that he does not quit work at all hours 
of the day. Dependence upon his’ work- 
men is vital to the manufacturer’ just 
now. If he is working on war munitions 
contracts, his specifications call for cer- 
tain deliveries which have to be made 
on time to avoid penalization. — 

Two million men of military age are 
now employed in the making of muni- 
tions of war, according to Mr. Lioyd- 
George, the new Minister of Munitio 
and this, with the 3, 60) who have en- 
listed, has taken 5,000,000 men out of: 
their accustomed trades. 

It is recruiting that has caused the 
scarcity of labor in England. The best 
workmen in the shops and factories 
have laid down their tools to take up the 
rifle, with the result that skilled men 
in every trade are urgently needed. So 
general has been the enlistmen’ from 
the skilled trades that even now the 
Government is considering whether it 
ts better to let them remain at the front 
or to return them to the work benches. 

The situation is so serious and has 
threatened the output of war munitions 
to such an extent that it is regarded as 
almost certain that the new Cabinet will 
take up the question. It can be reme- 
died by conscription, but just now dem- 
ocratic England balks at the word “‘con-; 
scription” and thinks “registration” is 
better. “Registration” means conscrip- 
tion, but is a fine distinction of words. 
Under the “registration” or conscrip- 
tion method the men who are of more, 
value to the country in the shops and 
foundries will be sent there, while the 
unskilled workmen will be sent to the 
front. In the “registration” or conscrip- | 
tion system the workman will be serv-, 
ing the colors just as well one way as 
the other—it ts simply a question as to 
where he will give the best service. 


t.eseson From France. 
The British Government is now dis- 


posed to take a lesson from her ally, 
France. At the outset of the war the 
production of munitions of war in 
France was practically at a standstill, 
owing to the fact that every men was 
called out for the war. The French 
soon saw that their supplies were being 
reduced, and after the first breathing 
spell, when Gen. von Kiuck had been 
turned back from the gates «* Paris, 
the Government immediately began the 
reorganization of its industries. The! 
skilled workmen were taken off the fir- 
ing line and returned to the shops and 
foundries. The result is that the British 
Government now looks upon the French 
as having an admirable organization. 
The labor unions are particularly 
strong in England and strikes are not 
infrequent. The unions already have 
demonstrated their ability not only to 
tle up individual factories, but public 
utilities and even Government work 
iteelf. The unions have taken the 
stand in some sections, particularly on 
the Clyde, that unskilled labor shall not 
be engaged in the munitions factories, 
even though there may be a shortage 
of labor and a consequent falling off in 
earrying out of Government contracts.

Free the great muni- 
tions firms from labor troubles and the 
output will go up.” 

Iron and Steel Workers Needed. 

In the tron and steel, engineering and 
shipbuilding trades there is a great 
shortage of. labor, and it is felt to a 
greater extent here than elsewhere, as 
practically all these industries are inter- 


tions of war. In the engineering trade, 
which in the United States corresponds 
to the skilled steel and metals trade, 
the demand for labor is urgent, less than 
0.6 per cent of the workmen in this 
trade being unemployed on May 1. All 
the factories are working overtime, with 
night shifts and Sunday work. 

Government contracts are keeping the 
cutlery t@ife unusually busy with a 
very great shortage in iabor. Except 
for Government orders, work was slack 
in the edge tool trade at Birmingham, 
but was exceptionally good at Wolver- 
hampton, Wednesbury, Redditch and 
Walsall. 

A large amount of overtime Was 
worked in the principal shipbuilding cen- 
ters during April. The trades unions re- 
port but .06 per cent of their members 
in this branch unemployed during the 
month of April as compared with 2.4 per 
cent for the same time a year ago. 

In order to expedite the Government 
work on munitions of war and In some 
of the navy yards, it is proposed to close 
some of the smalier factories, in order 
that the men may be put to work on 
Government contracts. These men are 
to form a “flying column,” and are ex- 
pected to be ready at a moment's notice 
to go to the plant or yard where the 
output has fallen behind, either because 
of “slackers” or lack of skilled labor.

St. Louis Daughters of the American 
Revolution are planning to write letters 
to the Anheuser-Busch, Hyde Park and 
American Brewing Co. officers, prote*t- 
ing against their use for advertising 
purposes of symbols derived from the 
American flag and American coat of 
arms. 

The matter came to a climax yester- 


| day, Flag day. One of the decorations 


on the downtown streets all day and 
still in place this morning was « 
streamer advertising Hyde Park beer. 
in front of a saloon on Broadway just 
north of Pine street. At the upper end 
of the streamer was a cluster of 13 
stars. Below this field were nine al- 
ternating red and white stripes, the 
words “Hyde Park beer’’ being printed 
across the stripee. 

Mrs. Robert M. Funkhouser, 4354 Olive 
street, chairman of a committee of the 
Daughters appointed to campaign 
against such uses of the national flag, 
said her committee would mail to the 
Hyde Park Brewery a copy of the Mis- 
souri law forbidding the use of the na- 
tional colors for advertising purposes. 
The committee would ask that the 
practice be discontinued. She intimated 
that, if the request were not granted, 
her organization would take the matter 
up with the prosecuting authorities. 

Provisions of State 'e 

The Missouri law, section of the 
Revised Statutes of 1908, says: 

Any person who in any manner, for 
exhibition or display, shall place or 
cause to be placed any word, figure, 
mark, picture, design, drawing or 
any advertising of any nature upon 
any flag, standard, color or ensign of 
the United States of America, or shall 
expose or cause to be exposed to pub- 
lic view any such flag, standard, col- 
or or ensign upon which shall be 
printed, painted or otherwise placed, 
or to which shall be attached, ap- 
pended, affixed or annexed any word, 
figure, mark, design or drawing or 
any advertisement of any nature. 
* * * shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding $100 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 3% 
days or by both such fine or impris- 
onment. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Wein- 
brenner was asked if the brewery adver- 
tisernent came within the purview of 
this statute. He said he thought it 
might be included within the meaning 
of the words “any such flag, standard, 
color or ensign.”’ His office, he said, 
would investigate any complaint formal- 
ly made. . 

The protest to the Anheuser-Busch ahd 
A. B. C, breweries would be on a differ- 
ent ground, Mrs. Funkhouser said. It 
would come under the ruling that no 
trademark in which national gymbols 
ere used could be registered. 

The Anheuser-Busch tracemark con- 
sists of a large capital “A” through 
which an eagle is flying over a shield of 
the national colors. The A. B. C. trade- 
mark represents an eagle standing on 
a similar shield, which, in turn, rests 
on a globe. | 

Mrs. Funkhouser said she had consul 
ed attorneys on the legality of these 
trademarks ana had grave doubts 
whether they could be attacked. The 
Anheuser-Busch symbol has been used 
by the brewery for more than half a 
century. The trademark ruling referred 
to by Mrs. Funkhouser was approveg 
in 1905. 

Mrs. Funkhouser said that in the abe 
sence of an effective law the Daughters 
would appeal to the breweries on the 
grounds of patriotism.

NEW YORK, June 15.—On the passen- 
ger list of the Cunarder Orduna, in 
from Liverpool, was the name of D. 5. 
Andrews. The passenger was asked if 
he was Donald Shields Andrews, the 
Yale senior who married Mrs. Alma V. 
Hayne last April and sailed with her 
for Europe on May 15. 

He scowled at his questioner and de- 
nied his identity, but eventually, admit- 
ted it. When asked where his bride 
was and why she had not returned 
with him, he replied: “I won't say a 
d—— word.’’ To all other questions he 
made a similar reply. 

It was in the face of vigorous parental 
opposition that young Andrews married 
the woman who says the ill-fated 
Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria was 
her father.

Tells of Her Parentage. 

In an interview given some months 
before her marriage, Mrs. Hayne said: 

“T am the natural daughter of the 
déad Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria 
and of Baroness Marie Vetsera, whom 
he loved but could not marry, The 
world knows the story of their love and 
of their sad deaths in 1889. Both were 
suicides, Marie being found lying on a 
couch covered with flowers, the Prince 
dead beside her. 

‘‘My son, Rudolph,’ she said, ‘‘is the 
natural heir to the throne of Austria, 
but no claim for it will ever be made 
on his behalf. He is to be an American 
citizen, nothing more.”’

SHELLS FOR ALLIES 1S REFUSED 


Buffalo Manufacturer Declares He 
Will Not Help te Prolong 
European War. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., June 15.—Contend- 
ing that the manufacture of munitions 
of war by an American firm for for- 
eign warring nations, is a direct viola- 
tion of the cardinal principles of neu- 
trality, the Aldrich Manufacturing Co. 
today refused to accept an order from 
representatives of the allies for 300,000,000 
brass shells, which’ would cost $5,000,000.

“PSYCHIC KNOCKOUT.” ONE OF 
WAR'S EFFECTS, OSLER SAYS 


“Shell Shock Paraplegia” Another of 
the New Nervous Disorders— 
Tebacco a Factor in Troubles. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Sir William 
Osler, regius professor of medicine at 
Oxford, writing under date of May % 
to the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, gives an interesting side- 
light on the war from the medical view- 
point. Types of nervous disorders, seen 
very rarely in this country or in Europe, 
he says, have manifested themselves as 
a result of the extraordinary stress and 
strain of the trench fighting. One of the 
disorders is a temporary paralysis with- 
out actual injury, called ‘“‘shell shock 
paraplegia.” 
Another is the ‘‘psychic knockout,’ a 
Yemporary affliction in which the victim 
remains in a stuporous state with loss 
of memory and complete speechlessness 
or stammering.

They 
are those who have “pushed the mischievous all- 
arbitration treaties at Washington.” They are 
those who have commended ‘our criminal inac- 
tivity as regards Mexico.”’ Others, most remark- 
able subdivision of all, are those who have “ap-' 
plauded our abject failure to live up to our obli- 
gations imposed as a signatory power of The 
Hague convention.” - This “abject failure,” judg- 
ing from Roosevelt utterances elsewhere, kept us 
from going to wer with Germany over Belgium.

Mayor Thompson of Chicago has an opportu-

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WISE LITTLE HOLLAND. 

While her neighbors are all trying to destroy 
each other, Holland goes quietly ahead with her 
task of draining the Zuyder Zee. Upon the 500,000 
acres of sea bottom that is to be transformed into 
dry land, Holland expects to provide self-support- 
ing farm, village and garden homes for 250,000 of 
her people. The work will cost only $75,000,000. 

The Dutch set a fine example to the rest of the 
world. They are not trying to take anybody 
else’s land. They are still “taking Holland.” 
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THE REIS ‘‘LOAN-SHARK’’ BILL. 
The bill introduced by Alderman Reis to regu- 
lete the loaning of money in small sums, with or 
without security, might, if enacted and enforced, 
eliminate some of the abuses charged against the 
loan sharks. \The license fee of $500 a year, the 
requirement of a $5000 bond, and the limitation 
of the amount to be loaned to one person to $200 
are in keeping with the District of Columbia 
“loan-shark” law, sighed by President Taft in 1913 
and said to be an excellént law. But that law 
permits an interest rate of only 1 per cent a 
month, which includes all fees. The Reis bill per- 
mits 2 per cent a month; glso to cover all fees 
and charges. The District of Columbia law has 
been attacked as “unconstitutional” and upheld 
by the courts. 
We have a State law making the charge of over 
2 per cent a month a misdemeanor, and in 1913 
the Legislatute passed a law specifically allowing, 
money lenders other than pawnbrokers, loaning 
money on chattels, to charge 2 per cent a month. 
This law applied to cities of 30,000 inhabitants or | 
over. And it has. been declared unconstitutional 
because of this limitation. Pawnbrokers are 
limited to a charge of 2 per cent. 
It is highly desirable that the class of money 
lenders hitherto unregulated should be placed 
under public control. But if 1 per cent a month is 
satisfactory in the District of Columbia, why 
should St. Louis poor borrowers have to pay 
double that rate?

endeavor is concerned, is fast closing 
and a reaction has set in. He urged 
that whatever is done for the evangeli- 
zation of the millions of China and - 
India be done quickly, for he said 
Japan is leading the Orient. He recently 
returned from a year’s tour of Australia, 
the South Sea Islands and the Ortent. 
“This act already passed, gives 10 
years for the closing of the schools,” 
said Daniells, ‘‘but those who have read 
it and are familiar with the situation 
say it may be only five years until our 
schools will be closed for the: Japa- 
nese Government has planned to: estab-. 
lish Shintoism, which elevates the Em- 
peror to the position of supreme ruler, 
and makes the state religion the su- 
preme religion.”
